PHS Teenager 
Air Problems -

Phoenix High school teen- 
agers had an opportunity to ex- 
press their views on teenage 
problems at a recent meeting 
of the P.T.A. 

Members of the speech class. 
supervised by Mr. Dickenson, 
carried on an organized panel 
discussion on many of the 
problems confronting teen- 
agers today. 

The moderator, Gary Sim- 
monds, introduced each mem- 
ber of the panel and announc- 
ed their particular topic. 

Marva Sult spoke about 
teenage crime and ways of pre- 
venting it. She concluded that 
a lot of teenage crime could be 
prevented if there were better 
organizéd activities in which 
to keep the teenagers interest. 
ed. 

The problem of teenage 
“hotrods” and reckless driving 
was discussed by Dennis 
James. He brought out very 
clearly that to improve reck- 
less driving. drag strips and 
traffic courts in high schools 
have been organized. 

The different “rages” or fads 
students have was brought to 
the teachers’ and’ parents’ at- 
tention by Archie Trott. Arc- 
hie went as far as to describe 
in detail the style of haircut 
the bovs seem tn crave. He al- 
sa gave a few illustrations of

Former Teacher Writes of Mob Riots 


Mr. Fred Shepard, a former 
teacher at Phoenix, moved two 
years ago with his family to 
Aleppo, Syria, as a teacher and 
missionary. They have written 
letters to their friends quite 
regularly. The last letter was 
written by Mrs. Shepard on 
November 17. 

' She wrote the letter from 
Turkey where she and the chil- 
dren had been evacuated per 
order of the U. S. State De- 

ment. 
Lee to the letter Mr. 
Shepard is still in Aleppo. as 
‘are all the other men and 
‘single women. So far, all they 
know is mobilization, no 
civilian air travel, martial 
law, and brown-out in Syria. 


Mrs. Shepard said that the 
previous week they had other 


excitement prior to the Israeli 


march to Suez. On Sunday, 
October 28, there was a demon- 
stration throughout the Arab 
World in protest of the arrest 
of 5 Moslem leaders in Algeria 
by the French. 

In Aleppo this demonstra- 
tion took the form of school- 
burning. Three French schools 
were burned downtown before 
martial law quieted the mob 
and order was restored. 

.The letter continues: “Mean- 
while we were afraid that the 
mob would work its way to- 
ward our neighboring French 
school and in the process mis- 
take our National identity; so 


all families were ‘moved’ off 
campus to homes of friends 
throughout the city and a 
guard of fifty soldiers was 
placed about the campus. 

“In the downtown. burning, 
one chapel was destroyed and 
another damaged so that the 
Christian (Armenian) vs Mos- 
lem (Arab) feeling ran high for 
days. Martial law and. some 
cool heads kept free-for-all 
fighting down.” 

The Shepards don’t know 
yet whether they will be asked 
to move to a different country 
or be able to return home. 
They hope soon they will be 
able to put their children in 
school and return to a quict 
normal life,

Many comments and sugges- 
tions to slow down teenage 
crime were brought to the at- 
tention of the panel members 
by various teachers and par- 
ents. The minister from the 
Phoenix First Baptist Church 
suggested that a ‘“teentown” 
be organized to keep students 
occupied. One of the parents 
thought that all the modern 
conveniences of today have 
made life much softer for the 
younger generation. Mr. Dic- 
kenson’s comment to this was, 
“T used to feed chickens and 
carry wood, but most of us 
don’t have chickens any more.” 
Most of the audience agreed 
to this fact. 

That Gary had a quick re- 
partee and seemed to handle 
the panel discussion very well, 
was the general comment.

You can help in bring- 
ing the work of the polio virus to an end by getting your Salk 
vaccine shot. It will be given at P. H. S. January 14. Protect 
yourself and take advantage of this opportunity to get free im- 
munization against polio. —N.B. 


Vaccine Questions And Answers 


Q. Do teenagers and adults need polio vaccine? 
_ A. Yes, an increasing number of them have been contract- 
ing the disease in recent years. During 1955 about one out of 
every four diagnosed polio cases occurred in persons 20 years 
of age or older; about one in seven among teenagers. 


Q. Does vaccine prevent paralysis from polio? 
A. Yes. 


Q. Should people who have had polio be vaccinated? 
A. Yes, there are three types of polio virus and a persoa 
who has recovered from infection by one type is not necessarily 
Immune to the other two. 


.Q. Does the vaccine prevent non-paralytic polio? 
A. No, but polio infection without paralysis does not give 
an individual permane:t handicap and so is not important as 


a health problem. ; 


Q. How long does it take for polio to incubate? 

A. From three to 35 days, but most often in the neighbor- 
heod of two weeks. If a person is vaccinated after he has been 
infected with the polio virus, the vaccine cannot prevent crip- 
pling. 

Q.: Is one shot enough for full, long-term protection? 

A. No, three are needed. The first shot begins to take ef- 
fect in from seven to 10 days. The second shot is given two to 
four weeks after the first. and brings a sharper rise in protec- 
tive antibodies. For long-lasting immunity, a third or booster 
shot must be given seven months later.
